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MINISTERS THREATEN

FREE SPEECH FIGHT

Presbyterians Say They Will
Meet in Park Without Per-

mit, if Necessary

Threats lo hold religious services In
Fnlrmount Park without permission from
tho Park Commissioners were made today
by the Bev. Br. August 13. Barnett and
other Protestant clergymen at the quar
terly meeting of tho Philadelphia Minis- - 0f
terlnl I'nloti In the Wesley Building, 17th
nnd Arch streets. The threntH wero mndo
nftcr a commltteo from tho union had re-

ported that tho organization hnd been
Ignored when It tried to present Ihe plea
of the union to tho commissioners for tho
pilvllegc of holding religious servlcc3 in
Ihe park during the coming summer.

The Itev ,f. M. S Isenberg, who reported
for the commltteo, nsserted that there was
every Indication that the committee was
"Ignored Intenlonally". when It went to
tho olllce of tho Park Commissioners nt
the time of their last meeting for the
puipooo of nn Interview, which was re-

fused. The Bev. Dr. C H. Wooiston.
pastor of the Mast Baptist Church, a mem-

ber of tho committee, sold that the action
wns Just ns he had expected. " 'You be
good lltle boys and go home and put your
request In writing, was whnt wo wero
told." he declared. .

When Doctor Wooiston had finished
speaking there came cries of "Go higher
up ! We've fooled with the commissioners
long enough." And then Mr. Burnett, who
Is secretary of tho union, nroso and mndo
the threat. Ho first explained how letters
had been sent to the secretary and each
of tho members of tho board beforo tho
meeting, nnd then said that If they did
not receive them, ns Secretary Martin had
contended. It wns the fault of tho post-olllc- e.

Then ho called for volunteers to
go to the park, nnd face nrrest If need be,
for tho snko of the open-nl- r services.
